At one noint this Associction had been advised thet tencers 
had been let but this ocvice was cleerly wrong. Ue expect Council to 
innediately authorize the immediate conmoletion end cpening of this 

road. We see no resson for further procrastination. 


The remeining undeveloned property on ibe east side of Havenwood Drive 
between Surnhantharpe and Haven Gledges developed under the present 

R& zoning. This community would occoese, and would expect Council to 
oppose eny effort for any high density housing for residential use. 
Any land evailable for building in this Community must be zoned for 
single family dwellings in accordance with the R4& zoning. 


The imminent approach of winter points up the need for top priority 
snow removal in this densely populated area with specific emphasis on 
side walk ploughing and clearance of pedestrian cressings. 
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(10) We wish to thank those on Council for making sure during the past 
A month that matresses and other articles put out by householders 
are being removed by special garbage pick-up that in the past had 
usually been left for days on end. 


We trust that Council will continue to make sure that this service 
is carried on, and that the community is apprised of pick-up 
dates. 


We thought it only fair thet Council should receive a copy cf our letter 
dated July &th, 1971 addressed to John Cornry.

Appendix C lists the approximate number of complaints 
received from this area and the method in which they are 
handled. This information is difficult to retrieve 
because records are not kept by any particular area. 


(Note - we propose to break the complaints down by wards 
in the future). 


Appendix D - Copies of the special recent reports from 
two by-law enforcement officers and a report from 
Supervisor C. C. Moore. 


On my inspection of the area I had several initial 
impressions (incidentally, it was a garbage day). 


1. The area is characterized by a high population 
density (Apartment houses, townhouses mixed with 
single family dwellings). 


The area in general was quite neat, but there were 
a few instances of untidiness, mostly related to 
garbage or debris, and principally in the areas of 
the shopping plazas. 


Some boulevards appeared not to have been mowed 
for some time. 


There were signs of vandalism in the area of one 
of the shopping centres. 


Several small shopping plazas had large piles of 
garbage bags out in front, ready for pick-up. 


One or two apartment buildings had balcony railings 
which needed painting, but most appeared to be 
quite neat. 


7. There were several instances of refuse left behind 
after the garbage collection. 


As might be expected in an area of dense population, 
there is a great deal of refuse generated in a 
relatively small space. There is no question that areas 
of high density need extra attention from the point of 
view of by-law enforcement and maintenance. 


Referring once again to Appendix A, you will see that 

we plan to use our two new inspectors in a way that 

will reflect this thinking. One man will be a "floater" 
who can concentrate on problem areas that need persistent 
attention. The second man we plan to use on enforcement 
of "minimum standards”. This refers to apartment house 
maintenance both inside and out. We feel that these 

two extra men will help a great deal to maintain a 


neater and safer area.

Complaints may be received in any one of the following ways:-

These complaints are given to the officer for investigation who pays 
a visit to the offender and points out the infraction. 


In virtually one hundred percent of the cases where this is done, the 
party takes corrective action. Disputes sometimes arise, but over a 
period of time they are resolved. In some cases the offender is difficult 
to locate. Complaints regarding minimum standards on rental properties 
often take months to rectify as the owner clears up the list of items 

one at a time. 


A typical list of complaints about an apartment house may be quite 
lengthy. 


The approximate number of complaints received annually from this area 
is as follows:-

STATUS REPORT 


RE: - FOREST GLEN AREA 


This office has received some 3,000 comolaints for Investi- 
gation since January 1, 1974 in the City of Mississauga. 


It should be understood that the majority of these comnlizints 
necessitate several ins»vections before they are rectified. 


Avart from the Items recorded as comnlaints, the fy-law 
Enforcement Officers of which there are four, observe many by-law 
violations during the dally traveis. These of course also receive 
the Officers' attention. 


As to the area known as Ward 3 which constitutes apnroximately 
one half of the area covered by the Sy-law Enforcement Officer in 
this Instance; however the Officer spends much more than 50% of his 
time tn Ward 3. 


The most orolffic comolaint in this area pertains to qardaae 
and results no doubt to the density of population and occupancy 
chances. 


The area Is being continuously patrolled by the area officer 
in an attempt tc carry out an effective By-law Enforcement procrarnme. 


Authorization has recently been alven bv Council! to emoloy 
two additional men and it Is the intent of this office to nlaece 
those men in areas which demand such extra supervision and hopefully 
result In a cleaner environment for all and less complaints for the 
City to Investijate. 


: The volume of work for the Sy-law Enforcement Officer is such 
that In the writer's opinton Ward 3 should qualify for at least part 
time additional services as soon as the staff Is available.
